The very existence of this nation constitutes

Lessons Written In Blood 


The bloody events suffered by the 
peoples of Europe furnish great and 
hard lessons to learn. The Vatican, al- 
ways ready to sell itself to the highest 
bidder if the pay means power and 
splendor, will never cease seeking the 
hands of the secular power to secure 
its existence. The Roman Catholic 
Church has never been interested in 
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people as individuals, but only the eco 
nomic, political and temporal gains 
that she derives from them. 

Rome’s real aim is the submission of 
secular powers, which make promises 
only because they derive personal ot 
political gains from such unholy a- 
liances. The Lateran Treaty is a good 
example of this shameful political con- 
cubinage. Only a short while before 
the signing of that treaty, Benito Mus 
solini expressed his anti-God feelings: 
“If anyone would introduce me to 
God I would show Him my fist.” Was 
it the fruits of a convention that took 
him later to the Vatican to kneel be 
fore the Pope and receive his blessing? 
The actions both of Mussolini and the 
Pope are repulsive and nauseating 
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thinking Americans; the dignity of 
man, his rights and personal beliefs, 
had no significance and the power of 
the Roman Catholic Church became 
so great that any criticism against 
Catholicism became a penal offense. 
Fascism in turn was recognized by the 
Roman Catholic Church and in the Ro- 
man Catholic style, children were 
taught to pray before each meal: 
"Duce, | thank you for what you give 
me to make me grow healthy and 
strong. O Lord God, Protect the Duce 
so that he may be long preserved to 
Fascist Italy.”” (N. Y. Times, January 
20, 1938). The Pope’s Legate, Cardi- 
nal Gasparri, gave his seal of approval 
to Fascism. In September 1932, he 
said, “The Fascist government of Italy 
is the only exception of the political 
anarchy of governments, parliaments 
and schools the world over.” 

World War II with its sacrifice of 
millions of lives was fought to liber- 
ate mankind from pernicious systems 
like Fascism. A scant decade later we 
are nursing again the deadliest python 
of fascism while the Roman Catholic 
Church continues to be the most ar- 
dent defender of that totalitarianism 
of Italy. 

Whenever the union of church and 
state is obtained the Roman Catho- 
lic Church marches toward control of 
thought, speech, press, radio, educa- 
tion. It never ceases until everything 
bears the label of its despotism. If by 
chance there is a popular revolution 
aimed at the separation of church from 
the state, Rome musters all its forces, 
allies of any type, and uses every meth- 
od which may help her to regain the 
lost control. She will use the sword or 
employ the poison pen to obtain her 
objectives. 
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Mussolini—foe, then friend of the Pope 


Spain a Tragic Example 

The tragedy of Spain speaks for it- 
self. The Republican government, 
established according to the will of the 
majority of Spaniards in a democratic 
expression of popular vote, resulted 
unfavorably to the ambitions of the 
Vatican. Transition from monarchy to 
Republican government brought the 
Roman Catholic Church under con- 
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trol. From the position of mistress and 
power behind the throne, she became 
a subject of regulations. For how long 
could she remain in that position? 
Could her new status be reconciled 
with the prerogatives demanded by the 
Canon Law? Never. We can easily un- 
derstand then why Rome equipped a 
foreign army, gave material assistance 
to fascism, provided Franco with mer- 
cenary soldiers and money, bestowed 
her blessings over the rebels’ action, 
and commanded them to overthrow 
the constitutional government. Having 
paid allegiance to the Roman Catholic 
Church, the loyal and favorite son of 
the Church Franco march- 

ed to massacre his own 

people while the bells of 

the Roman Catholic 

Church rang and prayers 

were offered for the vic- 

tory of the rebels. The 

Pope himself extended his 

arms asking heaven to 

come to Franco’s aid. 

Spain’s destiny was carried back to the 
medieval ages and a new inquisition 
was inaugurated. Protestant blood was 
shed and persecution prevailed; Bi- 
bles were confiscated or burned; Prot- 
estant churches were closed; ministers 
executed; evangelical services declared 
illegal; all Spanish children were 
taught the Roman Catholic doctrine; 
hatred against liberals and Protestants 
was the common daily instruction re- 
ceived in all public and private 
schools. The Roman Catholic Church 
became once more the mistress of 
Spain. Do we desire such a tragedy to 
be executed in America? It will come 
if we ever allow any semblance of a 
union of the Roman Catholic Church 
with the state. 
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In Mexico — Assassination 
Mexico presents a similar bak 
ground. Rome stopped at nothing 
keep her favored position in the affairs 
of the nation. When her fate became 
imminent, the assassin’s bullet was 
just waiting to receive the orders. The 
priest blessed the pistol that killed 
President Obregon; the young assassig 
took communion before committip 
the murder; fanatical mobs yelled and 
asked the Virgin of Guadalupe to d 
rect the young criminal’s hand so that 
the bullet might pierce the President's 
heart. Twenty-five years after, the Ro 
man Catholic Church ap 
pears on the stage again to 
change the constitution of 
Mexico and unite again 
with the state. How the 
hierarchy sighs for the 
good old days when seven. 
ty-five per cent of the Mer 
ican wealth was in Rome's 
hands and the government 
run by the dictates of the Vatican. 
Upon further investigation we dis 
cover that most of Argentina’s trov- 
bles today originated in the union of 
church and state. Robert J. Alexander, 
in his book ‘The Peron Era” published 
by Columbia University Press, de 
clares that the Peron dictatorship rests 
upon three solid pillars: labor, the 
army, and the Roman Catholic Church. 
Within the Peron administration the 
role of the clergy becomes an impor 
tant factor. Various government it- 
stitutions, even the transport corpore 
tion of Buenos Aires were given “& 
clesiastical advisors.” One hundred 
thousand pesos were put in the annual 
budget for “ecclesiastical expenses. 
Mrs. Peron established a_ spiritual 
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foundation naming as its head Father 
Benitez who, during the Second World 
War, had been an advocate of Franco’s 
Hispanidad program. 






Mr. Alexander mentions that since 
the Peron regime, during Easter week 
religious parades through the streets 
of Buenos Aires with government of- 
fcials participating are a common 
thing. Such demonstrations were vir- 
tually unkown in Argentina, particu- 
larly in Buenos Aires, before the Per- 
on administration. The Roman Catho- 
lic Church and its hierarchy watch very 
closely all the activities of the clergy 
and if any priest is found opposing the 
Peron regime in matters of 
overnment, he is pun- 
ished. Father Dunphy’s 
case is an example. When 
he indicated that the Per- 
on government was acting 
in a position opposed to 
the ideals of democracy, 
Father Dunphy was re- 
moved from his parish by 
Cardinal Copello and his appeals to 
the Pope’s Nuncio for a trial went un- 
heeded. 

And what about Colombia? At the 
point of rifles and with the thundering 
of guns and cannons, Rome has creat- 
ed a state of terror. The Conservative 
patty, a child born from the union of 
church and state, was placed in power 
as the direct result of Rome’s shameful 
maneuverings in Colombia. Pulpits, 
confessionals and daily mass were the 
platform for the propaganda of the 
Conservative Party. Excommunication 
was the terrible sentence for anyone 
who disobeyed Rome’s election orders. 
The black spectre obtained the seat of 
government. A fanatical member of 
the Roman Catholic Church was put 
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into the Presidency and very soon 
thousands of Protestants and liberals 
were killed by fanatical mobs led by 
priests and bishops. 
“This Would Never Happen In America” 
Some American citizens are quick in 
answering that this could never hap- 
pen in America. Unfortunately this is 
false optimism as history proves. The 
Canon Law of the Roman Catholic 
Church condemns the doctrine of sep- 
aration of church and state; the hier- 
archy works openly toward the attain- 
ment of a union. The Canon Law of 
the Roman Catholic Church must be 
the constitution and sole guide of 
thought, action, and con- 
duct for every Roman 
Catholic individual. To be 
a Roman Catholic means 
complete obedience and 
absolute allegiance to the 
laws of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church. If discrepancy 
Or opposition is found be- 
tween the Roman Catholic 
Church Canon Law and the constitu- 
tion of the United States, the Catholic 
believer must obey the letter of the 
Canon Law and disregard the laws cf 
his own country. According to the Ro- 
man Catholic doctrines, the Pope is 
above all kings, emperors, presidents 
and nations. If the case were to be pre- 
sented whereby the individual Roman 
Catholic believer had to make his 
choice between his obedience to the 
government of the United States or the 
command of the Roman Catholic 
Church, he, this American citizen, to 
remain loyal to the Roman Catholic 
Church, would have to repudiate his 
own government and its constitution: 
The March, 1949, issue of the Ro- 
man Catholic magazine “Tabernacle 
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and Purgatory,” a monthly periodical 
published by the Benedictine Convent 
of Perpetual Adoration of Clyde, Mo., 
‘Published with ecclesiastical appro- 
bation and the blessing of Pope Pius 
XII” has the following on page 335: 

“The Pope is a visible Jesus concealed 
beneath a thin white veil as in a sacred 
host. Another Jesus. A living authentic 
Jesus is truly present under the cover 
and disguise of Peter. The name changes. 
We call him Pius X, Benedict XIV, Pope 
Pius XII. These are external accidents 
which disappear and change, the sub- 
stance remains immutable. It is ever Je- 
sus to whom the Father has given as a 
heritage all nations of the earth and a 
name which is above all names. To the 
Pope we owe the greatest, 
the most profound respect, 
the highest honors as a hom- 
age of our intellect. To him 
we owe an immense devot- 
ed tender and filial love as 
a homage of our will. To 
prove our submission, our 
steadfast obedience, our un- 
swerving devotion to the 
Pope, we should be ready, 
as O’Connell the great Irish 
hero says, ‘to waive all personal interests 
and if necessary seal our loyalty with 
blood.’ ” 

On page 336, of the same magazine, 
“Tabernacle and Purgatory,” we read 
the following: 

“The king of glory and His august 
vicar must be loved, I should say, with 
the self-same love, venerated with the 
self-same veneration. Both must be obey- 
ed with the same unlimited perfect obe- 
dience. Not that we wish to confound 
the Christ God with His representative, 
but because the honor bestowed upon 
the sovereign pontiff is rendered to Jesus 
Himself. The Pope is higher than all 
earthly kings, but he is above all a father 
with a large heart, as large as the great 
Catholic family over which he rules.” 


On page 337, the article concludes: 


“If we really love the holy father we 
will hold him in great respect and be 
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ever ready to submit to him our hears 
and minds. We will venerate and 
him. Not merely when he commands 
supreme head of the Church but also 
accepting very humbly all his advice ang 
following it faithfully even in the smal}. 
est things, never allowing ourselves 
criticize his decisions.” 

The Strategy Of The Roman Catholic 
Church In America 

If the Roman Catholic Church sue. 
ceeds in bringing the union of the Ro § 
man Church with the state, her plans 
are to control America. This control is 
to be obtained first by gaining the maj 
ority of the population to the Catholic 
faith. Statistics show how steadily the 

Roman Catholic Church 
has been succeeding in this 
plan. Over one hundred 
years ago the number of 
the Roman Catholic com 
municants in America wa 
over six hundred thousand, 
but today there are clos 
to twenty-nine million. 
Secondly, the Roman 
Catholic Church agitates _ political 
movements among women’s organiza- 
tions and groups. Realizing the influ 
ence of women, the hierarchy ha 
changed its traditional attitude of op 
position to women taking part in poli 
tical activities. Today the Roman Cath 
olic Church encourages women to pat 
ticipate in the political scene. 

The Roman Catholic Tablet, No 
vember 3, 1951, under the heading 
“Program To Arouse Women To 
Vote Is Launched,” reads: ‘Have you 
voted? This is to become the clarion 
call of the Catholic Daughters of 
America according to a nation-wide 
program launched in the Statler Hote 
in Manhattan last Saturday when mort 
than one hundred fifty representatives 
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from eastern New York, New Jersey, 
and also Connecticut, met for a work- 
shop on legislation and education. 
Rev. Vincent Heary, C.M., of St. 
John’s University told the delegates 
that ‘today women’s influence is most 

werful and that Catholic women 
hold the balance of power, and can 
change the world, if only they would 
hecome more interested in the laws 
S that are being enacted in their cities, 
states, and in the nation! Every Catho- 
lic woman should know the process of 
enacting a law.’ He advised that Cath- 
olic women take the initiative in spon- 
soring laws for the common good. 
‘Only by becoming inter- 
ested and by becoming ac- 
tive, and by disciplining 
oneself to study issues, 
can we hope to bar intrud- 
ers from our homes,’ he 
said. 

The third method prac- 
tied by the Roman Catho- 
lic Church to gain control 
of America is through immigration. 
Without much effort, one can see why 
the Roman Catholic Church is so deep- 
ly interested in being part of the Com- 
mittees working with the immigration 
of displaced persons and other foreign- 
ets to the United States. Of the 258,105 
displaced persons who arrived in this 
country up to August 10, 1951, 80% 
of “German ethnic origin’ were Ro- 
man Catholic. Of the total number of 
displaced persons admitted under Sec- 
tion 2 of the D. P. Act, 45% were Ro- 
man Catholic. Reports the Displaced 
Persons Commission:

The Vatican Ambassadorship 

The proposal of an American am- 
bassador to the Vatican is a political 
gain for the Presidential candidate 
who would seek the Catholic vote for 
his election. But for Rome it means 
eventual control of the United States, 
not just a temporary political gain. 
The Pope, now enthroned as king of 
the Vatican state, desires 
to become lord and master 
of the nation which ac- 
cepts his official represen- 
tative. In countries where 
the Roman Catholic 
Church is united with the 
state, the Nuncio is the 
head of the diplomatic 
corp and all the other am- 
bassadors come after him. He speaks 
for all the nations represented in such 
countries. This, of course, is in line 
with the juridical doctrine of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, which declares 
Rome cannot recognize equality with 
any other nation in the world. The 
Canons of the Catholic Church estab- 
lish that the Vatican is a perfect state, 
above every other state. Therefore, the 
Pope’s representative can never accept 
a position which would place him in 
equal rank with others. In any act, 
civic or religious, public or private, the 
Pope's representative presides at the 
ceremony. If the Roman Catholic 
Church is accepted in America with its 
own Ambassador, the Vatican embas- 
‘sy in Washington would become a su- 


per-power operating in complete de- 
fiance to the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States of America. The embassy 
would become the official headquar- 
ters of all Roman Catholic ambitions. 
Invested with official immunity the 
force of the law could never touch the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

Bishop Noll of Fort Wayne, Indi- 
ana, reports the Roman Catholic Tab- 
let, of last November 3, said regarding 
the appointment of an ambassador 
from the United States to the Vatican: 
“It does not mean that the Pope has 
any desire to rule over the people of 
any territory no matter how small. It 
rather means that the 
Church, especially an in- 
ternational church, needs 
some territory referred to 
as extra - territorial, inde- 
pendent of the country in 
which it is located.” He 
pointed out the “perfect 
parallel” here in the Unit- 
ed States as the District of 
Columbia. 

Some Americans are easily moved 
by the argument that we must unite 
with Rome in order to win our battles 
against Russia, but actions of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church give us ample 
reason to believe no union would 
guarantee that once Communism was 
overcome Rome would not unite with 
Stalin. Russia is a great potential aid 
to the Vatican. The Vatican and the 
Kremlin are enemies of democracy. 
They abhor the American way of life. 
They are totalitarian in essence. There 
is no guarantee they would not unite 
to fight the United States. 

According to the Roman Catholic 
magazine “Information,” on page 374 
of the August, 1949, issue: “Recently” 
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when Pravda made its weekly accu. 
tion that the Pope had collaborate 
with fascists, the Osservatore Roman 
editors rolled up their sleeves and lg 
fly.” The magazine then transcribe 
the words published in the L’ Ossery, 
tore’s organ of the Vatican: 
“The Pope does not condemn Com. 
munism as a purely economic system, but 
because it denies God and the superna. 
ural. That is in so far as it is atheistic 
The Pope is bound by his apostolic mis. 
sion to enter into conduct with any gov. 
ernment, good or bad; in fact, he mus 
deal even with the devil. A drastic word 
used by Pope Pius XI in speaking of 
Mussolini. The Pope could negotiate 
with Stalin and Tito in de 
fense of the faithful in Rus 
sia and Yugoslavia and it js 
not the Pope’s fault that he 
has not contact with them 
The relations the Pope may 
entertain with all possible 
governments do not entail 
his approval of all the acts 
and programs of these insti 
tutions.” 

The Fate Of America 

The final goal of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church is to see that the Constitu- 
tion of the United States is changed. 
It is no secret that Rome’s ambitions 
are geared in that direction. This has 
been written, spoken, preached and 
taught in Catholic circles. The Const 
tution of the United States of America 
would be changed to accommodate 
American life into the mode of the 
Roman Catholic system. Once this & 
secured the only authorized voit 
which could speak for America would 
be the Vatican. The press, the radio, 
the schools, and every other agenq 
would express only the voice of the 
Roman Catholic Church. The Bible, to

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CASE John, a Protestant, and 
Ann, a Roman Catholic, 
decide to be married with- 
in six months. In the meantime, Ann 
receives another proposal of marriage, 
but refuses because of her previous 
commitment.

ists hold Ann had a two- 
fold right to reparation of damages, 
because John reneged on his promise 
of marriage unlawfully and made Ann 
reject an offer of marriage made by 
another. Lemkuhl observes: “He who 
withdraws unlawfully from a betro- 
thal . . . is held to a just compensation 
which is commonly held to be as the 
suitable dowry of a girl.” Thus, ac- 
cording to Roman Catholic principles 
Ann can keep the $500 because it does 
not even cover all the expenses of a 
dowry. 

Secret compensation is permissible, 
according to Roman Catholic theolo- 
gians, if the claim is certain and satis- 
faction could not be obtained by legal 
and regular means. Ann, therefore, 
was entitled to secret compensation. 


Once a lawful claim is established, 
Roman Catholic moralists instruct any 
manner of compensating oneself is al- 
lowable provided an innocent third 
party does not incur an unjust injury 
or that the person taking advantage of 
the right to secret compensation does 
not incur a greater injury or run the 
tisk of losing a greater good. Al- 
though Ann ran the unpermissible risk 
of being denounced by the Judge as a

American history offers no parallel, 
of which we know, to the abrupt sev- 
ering of diplomatic relations with the 
Pope of Rome in 1867. Less than two 
months after Rev. James Lewis, a 
Presbyterian missionary from Scot- 
land, then residing in Rome, had been 
officially notified that he had been 
placed in “the power of the Inquisi- 
tion, both for arrest and imprison- 
ment,” the Thirty-Ninth Congress of 
the United States enacted a law con- 
taining the following: ‘And no money 
hereby or otherwise appropriated shall 
be paid for the support of an Ameri- 
can legation at Rome from and after 
the thirtieth day of June, eighteen hun- 
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dred sixty-seven.” The American Le 
gation at Rome went out of the win- 
dow. 

The reasons for the establishment 
of diplomatic relations with the Papal 
States and the facts that led to the sud- 
den severance of these relations need 
to be studied. 

American consuls had served in 
Rome from 1797. President James K. 
Polk, in 1847, on the basis of “our 
commercial interests,” declared in his 
message to the Congress that it was 
“highly expedient’ for our Govem- 
ment to have a diplomatic representa 
tive at the papal court. The Pope then

was the temporal sovereign of the Pa- 
al States, embracing a considerable 
part of Italy. Trade with the United 
States was growing. The first step was 
the appointment of Jacob L. Martin in 
1848 as chargé d'affaires. A month 
later Mr. Martin died and Lewis Cass, 
Jr. became his successor. His rank was 
raised in 1854 to that of minister resi- 
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; dent. He was followed by John P. 
jj Stockton, Rufus King, Alexander W. 
al} Randall, Richard M. Blatchford, and 
h.} Rufus King, who was given his second 





appointment in 1863. 








The instructions given by James 
Buchanan, then Secretary of State, to 
Jacob L. Martin, were clear, definite 
and emphatic: 







“There is one consideration which you 
ought always to keep in view during 
your intercourse with the papal authori- 
ties. Most, if not all the governments 
which have diplomatic representatives, 
are connected with the Pope as the head 
of the Catholic Church. In this respect 
the United States occupies an entirely 
different position . . . Our direct rela- 
tions with the Papal States: can only be 
of a commercial character.”’2 















An established principle of interna- 
tional law gives to a minister resident 
in a foreign country “the privilege of 
teligious worship in his own private 
chapel, according to the peculiar forms 
of his national faith, although it may 
not be generally tolerated by the laws 
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*Department of State, Instructions, April 
5, 1848. 
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of the State where he resides.’”’* The 
American minister in Rome arranged 
for Protestant services to be held in his 
residence. In 1859 our minister, Mr. 
Stockton, approved of the organization 
of the Grace Church, which used the 
liturgy of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church and which was placed under 
the jurisdiction of the presiding bish- 
op of this church in the United States. 
The owner of the Salviati Palace re- 
fused to renew the lease of our Ameri- 
can minister unless Protestant services 
were discontinued. The American 
church was thus compelled to move to 
new quarters, outside the walls of 
Rome. This incident, however, does 
not account fully for the drastic action 
taken by the Congress on February 27, 
1867. 


American Minister Withdrawn 


There had been strong opposition to 
the American Legation at Rome in 
both Houses of the Congress. In 1860 
the House refused to make an appro- 
priation, but the Senate dissented. In 
1865 Horace Greeley wrote a strong 
editorial against its continuance. The 
climax came on January 29, 1867, 
when a bill, H.R. 904, appropriating 
funds for the diplomatic and consular 
services, came up for consideration. 

Thaddeus Stevens introduced the 
following amendment: “Whereas it is 
beneath the dignity and contrary to 
justice that this nation should be rep-

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resented at any Court or Government 
which prohibits free worship by Amer- 
ican citizens within its jurisdiction of 
the Christian religion; and whereas 
the Roman Government has lately or- 
dered the American churches to be re- 
moved outside of the city and prohibit- 
ed the free exercise by them of the 
Christian religion therein: Therefore 
no money hereby appropriated shall be 
paid for the support of the United 
nas legation at Rome or for the fu- 
ture expenses of such legation.’”* 
Heated debate followed. Represen- 
tatives with large Roman Catholic 
supporters vigorously attacked the 
preamble of the amendment. One of 
them said: ‘If the amendment of the 
gentleman from Pennsylvania (Mr. 
Stevens) means anything it is a direct 
expression of Protestant resentment 
against the Papal Government of Rome 
. It is an established principle of the 
Roman hierarchy that the ritual of its 
establishment must be exclusive, and 
though myself a Protestant, I cannot, 
as a member of this Government, rep- 
resenting a Catholic constituency, un- 
der the tolerant principle of our Con- 
stitution, consent to this bold attack 
upon an established religion, equally 
Christian with our own.””® 
The following day Representative 
William E. Dodge requested the read- 
ing of a letter he had just received from 
Rev. Dr. Prime, a nationally known 
Presbyterian minister, who was visiting 
in Rome. The clerk read: 


“Rome, January 4, 1867. 


‘For six years and more the Scotch 
Presbyterians have had a station here.

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Indeed they have two: one for Fre 
Church, the other the Church of Scot 
land. The Chaplains have held service 
every Sabbath in their own apartments 
with a few of their countrymen, tare. 
ly more than thirty or forty being pres 
ent; no sign or notice is allowed tp 
be put on the house to designate it as 
a place of worship. The stranger finds 
it advertised at his hotel, and comin 
to the number, prowls up the dark 
stone stairways to some very upper 
chamber; and there, as secretly as the 
early Christians in the catacombs of 
Rome or in the dens and caves of the 
earth, he finds a few like-minded who 
pray and hear the Word. These serv. 
ices disturb no one and the authorities 
do not notice them. They affect to ig. 
nore their existence altogether. On Sat- 
urday, December 29th, 1866, the chap. 
lains of these two missions were served 
with the following warning: 


‘British Consulate at Rome 
December 29, 1866 
‘Sir: 

‘It is my official duty to inform you 
that Monsignore Randi, Governor of 
Rome, has just communicated to me that 
you are holding illegal religious meet- 
ings in your house, which you must 
know are prohibited by the Roman law, 
and that you have thus placed yourself 
in the power of the Inquisition, both for 
arrest and imprisonment. But as the Mon- 
signore permits me to give you this no 
tice, I would seriously advise that you at 
once put an end to these innovations, and 
that you visit Monsignore Randi at Mon- 
te Citorio and assure him that you will 
never again repeat these illegal acts. I 
hope in this way you may possibly sus 
pend your exile which is now hanging 
over you. 

‘I am, sir, your most obedient servant, 

‘Joseph Sever, British Consul.’ 
‘To Rev. James Lewis.’ ”

“miracle” of the Christ of Limpias. It 
was reported that Christ, while hang- 
ing on the cross, as represented by a 
large crucifix on the main altar, 
changed facial expressions, underwent 
the agonies of Calvary, and sometimes 
even looked ivately at the sacristy. 
Thousands from far and near traveled 
to the little town of Limpias to see the 
“miracle.” Some claimed to have seen 
it while others did not. The town, the 
church and the priests reaped a rich 
harvest. The miracle” suddenly ceased 
when the discovery was made that the 
sexton had placed a very ingenious 
device inside the head of the crucifix, 
which, when lights were turned on, 
gave the appearance of blood shed- 
ding, etc. 
Almost every village in Spain claims 
a “Virgin,” who appeared at some 
time, ordinarily to children or a shep- 
herd, with the request that a “sanctu- 


ary” be erected there in her honor. 
Even granting that these miracles 
and apparitions might be real and true, 
they far from prove that the Roman 
Catholic Church is the true Church. 
The Bible assures us that the devil can 
and does perform miracles to deceive, 
if possible, even the elect; to make men 
put their faith and trust in these things 
with the obscurement or perhaps total 
eclipse of the Sun of Righteousness, 
Jesus Christ. The Anti-Christ, God's 
Word states, will perform miracles. 
There is one miracle, however, that 
neither the devil nor the anti-Christ can 
perform: that is the conversion of a 


sinner by the power of the Holy Spini 
This miracle happens every day in the 
hearts of men and women. God reveal 
to the sinner his awful condition ang 
then the Holy Spirit, through the Word 
of God, points him to Jesus Christ, the 
Son of God, Who became man and 
died for the complete remission of al] 
sin. Upon the sinner’s acceptance by 
faith of the finished work of Christ he 
is declared righteous in the eyes of God 
and becomes a new creature in Christ 
the Holy Spirit abides in him, and leads 
him into “all iruth.” 


There is no commercialism in this 
kind of miracle.

thief or perjurer, Roman Catholic au- 
thorities say she may post factum (af- 


ter the fact of act is accomplished 
without injury to herself) keep the 
money secured in this risky way as 
reparation. 


Roman Catholic moral theologians 
hold that Ann was not guilty of lying 
to the judge, for she only claimed 
what was rightfully hers, and an- 
swered the ancient Roman rule: “the 
thing is shouting for its owner.” They 
further hold she simply made use of 
mental reservation. Gury in his Theo- 
logia Moralis, 1, N. 442, asserts that, 
according to the universal opinion of 
theologians, this ‘‘mental reservation 
late sece improprie (in the wider and 
unreal sense) is permissible when suf- 
ficient cause is present. Thus Ann 
could deliberately lie to the judge in 
good conscience. St. Alfonso de Li- 
guori establishes this rule, “Whatever 
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one can state without lying or sinning 
one may, for a good reason, also con- 
firm by oath.’”* 


Then since the honor, good name 
and liberty of Ann were at stake, she 
had sufficient reason to take advantage 
of mental reservation, and did not 
commit perjury, but only performed a 
perfectly legitimate act of self-defense. 

Such intricate and satanic casuistry 
can only lead to heartache and down- 
fall. The question is asked “What has 
become of American morality?” Such 
devilish teachings perpetrated in the 
name of Christ and practiced by sin- 
cere Americans will never regain our 
high standard of morality. 

Without qualification or reservation 
God’s Word declares: A lie is a 
abomination in the sight of God.

REE ENTERPRISE is not a “Business As Usual’’ synonym. 

There are many bleak years of medieval history when workers 
were not free to choose their own fields of endeavor and prosper 
through their own efforts. Freedom is an all inclusive term: there 
is no “degree” of freedom. One cannot have freedom of body and 
enslavement of the mind; one freedom begets another freedom, 
and satisfaction is not found until all freedoms are secured. 


M Inthe middle ages the Roman Cath- 
olic Church did not foster freedom. 
On the contrary, there was enslave-

from people by the Roman Catholic 
Church for centuries, for the doctrine 
inevitably liberated the individual soul 
from bondage to the Roman Catholic 
Church and its powerful priesthood. 
The core of this new religious experi- 
ence was true salvation and religious 
freedom. Its principle was so revolu- 
tionary and satisfying that any enslave- 
ment in the social, political and eco- 
nomic fields was abruptly revolted 
against. 

There is a great need for all coun- 
tries, including America, to make a 
careful re-study of the principles of 
the Protestant Reformation to meet 
and solve present-day problems. A de- 
nial of the Protestant principles of the 
Reformation would spell out destruc- 
tion of liberty. For many years the Ro- 
man Catholic Church has sought to 
employ various means to re-enslave the 
individual soul and to subvert the prin- 
ciples and teachings of the Protestant 
Reformation. One of her chief tech- 
niques, and one which many Protes- 
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tants unwittingly abet, is through an 
economic appeal to the working class, 
the class which was the first to break 
away from papal authority. For years, 
popes and Roman Catholic apologists 
have been misrepresenting the true so- 
cio-economic conditions as they existed 
before the fruits of the Protestant 
Reformation; for years they have 
blamed the Protestant Reformation for 
all the wars that have ensued, for all 
the world’s ills, and for all the abuses 
of capitalism and industrialism. 


Economic History According To Rome 

Rev. Father Joseph Husselein, S.J., 
denounced the Reformation: “Egoism 
was the sole ideal of the new economic 
liberalism that followed upon them 
(i.e. middle ages). It was an economic 
system, with no interest save such as 
might eventually augment personal 
gain. There was no limit to be set to 
this. There was no delicacy to be ob- 
served in the choice of the means for 
accumulating it. 

“The oppression of labor, the ex- 
ploitation of women and children, the 
destruction of family life, were all nor- 
mal methods that never caused the 
lifting of an eyebrow. There was to be 
absolute freedom of competition and 
absolute liberty of personal contact be- 
tween employer and employee, in or- 
der that the weaker competitor might 
be relentlessly crushed to the wall and 
the laborer might be hopelessly en- 
slaved by the powerful employer. Yet 
the men who practiced these enormi- 
ties were not considered criminals, but 
gentlemen. 


“A rational and perfect system of 
large scale production would have 
been possible under the influence of 
the Church; not so the system of na- 
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tionalistic capitalism. The spirit of the 
Church’s laws, directed against us 
would not have prevented the taking 
of reasonable interest or profits ig 
modern industrial life, and so the up 
building of a sound and prosperoy 
economic system, but it would hay 
rendered impossible the usurious prof. 
its exacted under the reign of commer. 
cialism. 


“The Reformation, without any 
doubt, is mainly accountable for the 
form of capitalism here outlined.” ! 


Pope Pius XII expressed similar sen. 
timents. In a radio address on Septem. 
ber 1, 1944, he condemned capitalism: 

“Accordingly where for instance, 
‘Capitalism’ is based on such fals 
concepts and arrogates to itself a 
unlimited right over property, with. 
out any subordination to the com 
mon good, the Church has co 
demned it as contrary to the natural 
law.” 


And in an allocution on October 21, 
1945 to a large group of Roman Cath 
olic women gathered in Rome, Pins 
XII again mentioned capitalism: 


“On the other hand, can a woman, 
perhaps, hope for her real well-being 
from a region dominated by capital 
ism? We do not need to describe to 
you now the economic and social te 
sults that issue from it. You know 
its characteristic signs, and you your 
selves are bearing its burden: exdv 
sive concentration of population i 
cities, the constant all-absorbing wr

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crease of big businesses, the difficult 
and precarious state of other, espe- 
cially the small producers employing 
craftsmen and ever more of agricul- 
ture, and the disturbing increase of 
unemployment.” 
On September 25, 1950, the Pope 
instructed clergy to resist capitalism: 
“Others show themselves no less 
timid and uncertain in the face of 
that economic system which derives 
its name from the excessive amass- 
ing of private wealth, the serious ef- 
fects of which the Church has never 
ceased to denounce.” 


What Are The Facts of History? 

But a clear analysis of the facts of 
history convincingly prove that the Ro- 
man Church planted the evil seeds of 
capitalism, watered them, conserved 
their existence and thus brought un- 

| told misery into the world. 

In the days of early Christianity, the 
Church Fathers, Clement Alexander, 
Chrysostom, Jerome, Lactentius, held 
that the institution of private property 
could not be defended, but rather 
called it robbery. They taught that God 
1% created all things to be held in com- 
138 mon for all men. To counterbalance 
i} this doctrine, the early Church taught 
0% another theory, that vagabondage, 
(¢f slothfulness, social parasitism was 
OWe condemned in the Christian socio- 
wi economic way of living. 

i} =When Christianity gained its first 
10% triumph over pagan Rome, the right 
INE of private property was acknowledged 
and encouraged. This change in Ro- 
man Catholic attitude was expedient 
for the individual church and its mem- 
gi Pets. As soon as the Church acquired 
wealth through inheritance, donations 
and conversions, the compact social 
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solidarity of the Christian community 
was disrupted and the theory that the 
Church was a “‘society of people whose 
individual interest was the common 
interest of all’’ was completely obliter- 
ated. It resulted in the influx of ex- 
ploiting, idle and profiteering rich who 
gained the upper hand in direction of 
the Roman Catholic Church and great- 
ly influenced its government and 
course. As legacies, gifts, endowments 
and forms of large sums of money 
were bestowed upon the Church, 
priests, bishops and popes became leg- 
acy-hunters and the Roman Catholic 
Church became grossly concerned with 
monetary and material treasures of 
earth. 

Circumstances thus forced Roman 
Catholicism to alter her position from 
that of champion of the poor and labor 
to an ally of the privileged and weal- 
thy, and adopted the doctrine “From 
each according to his ability, to each 
according to his need.” 

When the Roman Church fell heir 
to the Roman Empire, it obtained pos- 
session of large manorial holdings, 
which were placed under the control of 
clerics and were administered on the 
feudal system. 


Ecclesiastical Feudalism 

The ecclesiastic of the manorial 
properties was the overseer of all 
things and persons within his territory. 
He had absolute control over the life 
and death of all subjects within his 
territorial domain. Conducted mainly 
on a rural or agricultural economy, the 
estates were worked by the peasants 
or serfs, who were granted no rights 
of citizenship, property, or inheritance, 
but belonged soul and body to the feu- 
dal lord. The common practice was for 
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the serf to be permitted to retain only 
1/3 of the products he produced for 
his own sustenance, and forfeit to the 
feudal lord the remaining 2/3. Thus 
the wealth produced by the slave labor 
of the serfs filled the coffers of the Ro- 
man clergy and enhanced their social 
prestige. Serfdom was just Roman 
Catholic slavery. 

It remained for a German peasant 
at the time of the Reformation to de- 
clare the true Christian position: 

“It has been the custom hitherto for 
men to hold us as their own property, 
which is pitiable enough, considering 
that Christ has delivered and redeemed 
us all, the lowly as well as the great, 
by the shedding of His precious blood. 
Accordingly it is consistent with Scrip- 
ture that we should be free and should 
wish to be... We therefore take it for 
granted that you will release us from 
serfdom as true Christians, unless it 
should be shown us from the Gospel 
that we are serfs.” * 

Two other fields of Roman Catholic 
interest and activity were usury and 
the guild system. Usury, at first, was 
bitterly condemned by the Roman 


Catholic Church in every shape and 


form; but again expediency dictated 
policy, and Roman Catholic theolo- 
gians held it permissible to accept in- 
terest on money if the conditions of 
damnum emergens and lucrum cessans 
were present. The result of Churchmen 
siding in with commercialism was the 
rise of the banking system in Florence, 
Geneva and Venice, provinces of the 
Papal State.

The utility of this was found 
so great, especially among the Italian 
clergy, who thus in an easy manner 
drew the income of their transalpine 
benefices, that in spite of much col- 
loquy, the Lombard usurers estab. 
lished themselves in every country; 
and the general progress of commerce 
wore off the bigotry that had obstruct. 
ed their reception.” * 

The rate of interest charged at that 
time was from 10 to 20 per cent. To- 
day the Roman Church holds it per. 
missible to accept from 6 to 20 per 
cent interest, and in extraordinary cases 
up to 30 per cent, according to a ruling 
of the Holy See in 1645.* 

Roman Catholic apologists, led by 
Pius XII, have striven, and continue 
to strive to convince the 20th century 
that the guild system as practiced in 
the middle ages is the ideal economic 
structure. But the truth is that the mid 
dle class bitterly resented the intrusion 
of clerics into their business. They in- 
terfered with prices, wanting low 
prices for purchases but high dividends 
for their investments. The middle class 
smarted under the non-recognition in 
the social status. The official Catholic 
Encyclopedia gives us a true picture of 
the conditions existing in the so-called 
days of the “Age of Faith,” the days 
of the guild system: 

“The reformatory movement of the

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16th century found the ground well 
prepared for its reception. The cry for 
a thorough reformation of the church 
in head and members had been ringing 
through Europe for a full century; it 
was justified by the worldly lives of 
the clergy, high and low, by abuses in 
Church administration, by money ex- 
tortions, by the neglect of religious 
duties reaching far and wide through 
the body of the faithful.” ° 

Another section of the Catholic En- 
cyclopedia declares that these “unhap- 
py conditions” of that age were caused 
“by the exercise of authority by ec- 
desiastics in civil spheres. In the Papal 
Curia political interests and a worldly 
life were often prominent.” *

The Church 
controlled the greatest amount of stock 
in telephones, banks, cinemas, cafes, 
hotels, and even the bull ring and the 
dog racing tracks. Every time the dog 
chased the hare it brought profit to 
the Church; every time the bull was 
stabbed to death the Jesuits drew a 
profit.” * 

Large religious orders today follow 
the Pope in business ventures, many 
featuring the manufacture of wine and 
liquor. Before 1950 such abuses of re- 
ligious orders with business and banks 
were solved by the Bishop of the ter- 
1itory in which these things occurred. 
But on March 22, 1950, a new decree 
was handed down by the Congregation 
of the Councils which declared that 
“all clerics and religious of the Latin 
Rite, including those of the recent In- 
stitutes of the secular societies, who 
through themselves or through others 
engage in commerce, business of any 
kind and even in banking . . . incur 
the excommunicated /ateae Sententiae 
(automatically excommunicated as 
soon as they engage in business) re- 
served in a special way to the Holy 
see.” 


Reformation And Freedom 


Despite constant papal pleas for the 
working class, it is obvious that Ro- 
man Catholicism, not the Protestant

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Reformation fostered capitalism. ‘“The 
Reformation occurred just at a moment 
when the possibilities of money-mak- 
ing by means of almost every sort of 
commercial transaction had become 
. vastly developed, and one is led to the 
conclusion that for the rapidly grow- 
ing commercial class religious influ- 
ence, whether Catholic or Protestant, 
had really very little effect. The com- 
mercial mind was in existence before 
the Reformation, grew and developed 
with, but not because of, the Reforma- 
tion, had as its driving power the pur- 
suit of money, and as its creed a doc- 
trineless individualism.” *° 
Protestantism inherited capitalism, 
but was able to evolve from it free 
enterprise, and its subsequent high 
standards of living and other economic 
benefits. Loosening the individual 
mind from all enslavement, Protestant- 


ism was able to aid both the worke 
and the employer. But free enterprise 
in America is again in danger. It is jp 
danger from both Communistic and 
Roman Catholic sources. 


Only in Christ will all freedom pre. 
vail. It cannot be denied that Rome 
fears the freedom of the individual 
soul. Give the soul direct access to its 
Saviour, and all other freedoms will 
prevail. The American Protestant 
Christian principles are the title deeds 
of the freedom of the individual soul 
and these deeds were sealed in Christ's 
atonement, and were rediscoverd, re. 
affirmed and reasserted by the Re 
formers.

Tue ROMAN CATHOLIC 
CHURCH maintains that it is the 
only true church because it claims 
to have four marks: unity, sanc- 
tity, catholicity and apostolicity. 
In reality, these four marks can 
not be applied to the Roman 
Catholic Church but instead per- 
fectly describe the invisible Church 
of Christ, the entire aggregate of 
regenerate persons in all times 
and ages, in heaven and on earth. 





According to the Romanists, unity 
means united in faith, worship and 
government. Among all true believers 
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there is unity of faith and worship, 
for all believe that Christ shed His 
precious blood for their salvation, and 
accordingly worship Him as their Lord 
and Redeemer. Sanctity is also claimed 
a mark of the true Church. The Churth 
of God is holy, with Christ Himself a 
its Cornerstone. Christian denomin: 
tions are holy, because their Founda 
was Christ, although the immediate or 
ganizers were human agents, as weft 
the apostles, the patriarchs of the eatl 
church, then in more recent years, met 
as Luther, Zwingli, Wycliff and Gi 
vin. The doctrines taught by these mei 
were holy for they were Scrip 
The third mark, Catholicity or wi 
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yersality, also applies to all believers. 
Wherever one finds true Christians, 
there one finds the same basic beliefs, 
although there are a few external dif- 
ferences. Apostolicity, the fourth mark, 
is found in Acts 2:42; where we read 
the first Christians “continued sted- 
fastly in the apostles’ doctrine and fel- 
lowship and in the breaking of bread 
and in prayers.” 

“If every Church of Christ were to- 
day to become apostate, it would be 
possible and right for any true be- 
liever to Organize tomorrow another 
church on the apostolic model of faith 
and practice, and that church would 
have the only apostolic succession 
worth having—a succession of faith 
in the Lord Christ and obedience to 
Him.” * 

In Evangelical churches today the 
Apostles’ teachings are firmly fol- 
lowed. These teachings are not de- 
rived from sermons and lectures, as is 
evident from Paul's epistles. In writ- 
ing to Timothy, Paul stresses as one 
of the principal causes of comfort in 
view of his approaching martyrdom 
that he has ‘‘kept the faith,” and ex- 
horts Timothy to hold fast to “the 
faith.” (II Tim. 4:7; 1 Tim. 1:19). 
At other times he refers to ‘‘the doc- 
trine” and “the good confession”’ 
which Timothy had “confessed before 
many witnesses.” (I Tim. 4:13, 16; 
6:12). Jude also exhorts all Christians 
to “contend earnestly for the faith.” 
(Jude 3). Those expressions clearly 
tefer to a definite summary of faith, 
as embodied in the following: 


“In the name of the Father, and of

the Son and of the Holy Spirit.” The 
Father, Who has created us, the Son 
Who has redeemed us, and the Holy 
Spirit Who sanctifies us. 


The second characteristic of the 
early Apostolic Church is that its mem- 
bers continued steadfast ‘‘in the fel- 
lowship of the Apostles,” steadfast 
in the ‘breaking of bread,” and stead- 
fast in prayer. In the fellowship of the 
Apostles designates those who receive 
the doctrine of the Apostles; the break- 
ing of bread commemorates the last 
supper. The apostles joined together 
in prayer ever mindful of Christ’s 
promise “where two or three are gath- 
ered in my name, there am I in the 
midst of them.” (Ma/t. 18:20). 


In Ephesians 1:22, 23, Paul indi- 
cates “the church, which is his body, 
the fulness of him that filleth all in 
all.” He who is the life of nature and 
of humanity reveals himself most fully 
in the great company of those who have 
joined themselves to Him by faith. 
Union with Christ is the presupposi- 
tion of the Church. This alone trans- 
forms the sinner into a Christian, and 
this alone makes possible that vital 
and spiritual fellowship between indi- 
viduals which constitutes the organ- 
izing principle of the Church. 


The true Church, then, is made up 
of all believers in Christ. All Chris- 
tians, whatever their denomination, as 
long as they gather together, united 
in mind, will and heart, giving testi- 
mony to Christ as their personal Savi- 
our demonstrate the unity, holiness, 
catholicity and apostolicity of the true 
Church, as established by Christ.

Catholic Churches there. 


>» SEVENTH CONSECUTIVE Roman 
Catholic to serve as National Chairman 
of the Democratic Party is 47 year old 
Frank McKinney of Indianapolis, who 
was appointed last November by Pres- 
ident Truman. This is a continuation 
of a policy started by Al Smith in 1928 
when he appointed John J. Raskob as 
National Chairman. 
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> ENDORSING AN ARTICLE which 
appeared in The Tidings, weekly news. 
paper of the Los Angeles archdiocese, 
Archbishop J. Francis A. McIntyre ae. 
cused the widow of President Roosevelt 
of “assuming the role of an agnostic 
and fatalist” and questioned her fitness 
to head the United Nations Commission 
on Human Rights.

> MEMBERSHIP in the Methodist 
Church in the United States and it 
possessions reached 9,065,727 in 195], 
an increase of 130,080 over 1950, re 
ported Albert C. Hoover, director of 
the Methodist Church’s statistical of- 
fice. Contributions for all purposes 
were $268,623,814 in 1951 compared 
with $244,676,674 in 1950. 


> DESPITE ITS heavy Communist 
vote, Italy was assured by President 
Truman, upon the official visit of Pre 
mier De Gasperi to Washington, that 
the United States favored the restore 
tion of all of Italy’s rights as a free 
nation. A declaration was issued lat 
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September 26 by the United States, 
Britain and France that these nations 
favored releasing Italy from all restric- 
tions contained in the Italian peace 
treaty, economic and moral as well as 
military. The Premier of this country 
which houses the Roman Catholic 
Church was granted an honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Law by Roman Cath- 
olic Fordham University and cited as 
“an illustrious statesman.” 


> AT A LUNCHEON in the Roosevelt 
Hotel last September, Cardinal Spell- 
man dubbed some Roman Catholic 
clerics as ‘parochial and provincial’ in 
their thinking, and declared that the 
responsibility of Roman Catholics to 
support Roman Catholic missions was 
‘universal.’ All Roman Catholic clerics, 
however, are “alter Christi,” and able 
to declare sins forgiven or retained. 


>A TWELFTH Jupiter moon was be- 
lieved sighted by Dr. Seth B. Nichol- 
son, veteran astronomer of Mt. Wilson 
and Palomar observatories last Sep- 








tember 29 at 4 a.m. If the new body 
proves to be a moon, Dr. Nicholson will 
rank with Galileo in discoveries of 
satellites to the planet. 


> SELF-ADMITTED GAMBLER Wil- 
lie Moretti, who was murdered last 
October 4 in gangland style, was buried 
from the Corpus Christi Roman Cath- 
olic Church in Hasbrouck Heights, New 
Jersey, where a solemn high requiem 
mass was celebrated by Rev. Vitalio 
Sabbatine, a family friend, and two as- 
sisting priests. Mr. Moretti was buried 
in a $5,000 bronze coffin and flowers 
were valued at $7,500 to $10,000. 

Moretti, fifty-seven, who had boasted 
last spring to the Senate Crime Inves- 
tigating Committee of his friendship 
with such underworld figures as Frank 
Costello, Joe Adonis, Lucky Luciano 
and the late Al Capone, had $1,850 in 
his pocket when killed, reported the 
N. Y. Herald Tribune of last Oct. 5, 
and above a racing form in his car, a 
St. Christopher’s medal dangled from 
the windshield mirror. 
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> WATCH OUT for wolves in sheep’s clothing! In an innocuous sounding 
conclave of lay Roman Catholics last October 7 in Rome, Cardinal Guiseppe 
Pizzardo, prefect of the Vatican Congregation of Seminaries of Universities, 
opened the World Congress for the Apostolate of the Laity calling upon all 
Roman Catholics to become militant ‘to bring about Christian unity.’ He 
explained that the Apostolate must be closely linked with the hierarchy. 
“The latter limits itself at times to recognizing one or another association; 
often it explicitly approves their statutes. At other times the hierarchy itself 
intervenes directly in the direction of the works, giving them a kind of 
mandate or mission. In this last case it defines the field of their action and 
ever determines their methods of organization and penetration.” 


Signor Veronese, president of the Italian Catholic Action then urged 
Roman Catholics to act jointly on an international plane in defense of the 
Catholic Church wherever it is threatened and to improve their methods 
by pooling their experience and exchanging information. “The ultimate 
objective,” he declared “is that of ‘saving souls’ . . . among the major tasks 
of militant Roman Catholics is that of reuniting the members of the Protes- 
tant and Orthodox churches with Rome, ‘under a sole pastor’-—the Pope.” 


The Congress was attended by more than 1,000 delegates from thirty in- 
ternational organizations, including the National Council of Catholic Men 
and Women of the United States. It is well to remember that when Roman 
Catholics speak of unity they mean only unity under the ‘sole pastor’— 


the Pope.

AYOR OF NEW YORK CITY, 

Vincent Impelliterri, visited Italy, 
Sicily and Israel last fall on a goodwill 
tour. He declared that “the greatest 
day in my life” was the day he and 
Mrs. Impelliterri had a private audi- 
ence with Pope Pius XII. 

Emerging from the audience with a 
broad grin, the Mayor of the largest 
city in the United States confessed he 
was astounded by the Pope’s intimate 
knowledge of New York City, its hab- 
its and voting percentages, as well as 
his information on cities in other parts 
of America. 

Non-Catholics are more alarmed 
than awed by this admission of Mayor 
Impelliterri. Although it is well-known 
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that the Vatican’s major support comes 
from America, the fact is often over- 
looked that naturally the Pope would 
take an extraordinary interest in the 
source of his financial revenue and its 
safeguard. His financial resources ate 
closely entwined with the political and 
economic condition of America. The 
regular trips to the Vatican of the 
American cardinals and the retum 
visits of Vatican dignitaries, naturally 
convey vital and intimate information. 
An alarming feature of this arrange 
ment is that American citizens aft 
called upon to reveal these facts toa 
foreign potentate, who in turn is able 
to influence and pronounce judgments 
upon these citizens. 
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After his audience with the Pope, 
Mayor Impelliterri proudly revealed 
that the Pope had extended a blessing 
to all New Yorkers. This might have 
been a great source of comfort to some 
Roman Catholic citizens, but most non- 
Catholics shrugged off the benign 
thought as presumptuous. It is well, 
however, for all Americans to be thor- 
oughly acquainted with the underlying 
motive of such a blessing. Far from a 
simple invocation of God’s favor or 
protection upon all, a papal blessing 
has divided meaning: one for Roman 
Catholics and another for non-Catho- 
lics. 

Per se, blessings given by Roman 
Catholic clerics are reserved only for 
the Roman Catholic faithful. Per ac- 
cidens, the Pope as custodian of the 
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It was this letter from Dr. Prime 
that swayed the members of the House 
of Representatives. No official infor- 
mation was then available from the 
State Department to explain the status 
of the congregation which for years 
had worshiped in the private chapel of 
the American Minister.

spiritual treasures of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, can extend these blessings 
to non-Catholics either through him- 
self or through a delegated cleric, but 
only according to the intention of the 
Pope. Therefore, the blessing bestowed 
upon non-Catholics as a result of 
Mayor Impelliterri’s papal visit was 
not for the purpose of obtaining tem- 
poral favor for them, but the one and 
only spiritual end: begging God to 
convert the non-Catholic to the Roman 
Catholic Church. 


The pope, therefore, in true Roman 
Catholic style, took the occasion of a 
“good will visit” to proselyte for the 
Roman Catholic Church, and he used 
as his sectarian ambassador a public 
servant of the United States. 





two months: after the governor of 
Rome had commissioned the British 
Consul to notify the Scotch Presby- 
terian missionary that he was “in the 
power of the Inquisition both for ar- 
rest and imprisonment,” a law had 
been enacted by the Congress of the 
United States that closed the Ameri- 
can Legation at Rome. 

This Act of Congress put an end to 
any kind of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the Vatican and the United 
States Government.

T HAS BEEN the boast of the Roman Catholic Church 
down through the ages that it never changes. But when 
one examines the history of the establishment of this proud and 
powerful institution, the exact opposite is the truth regarding it. 
It has captured the various peoples of the world by the simple ex- 
pedient of disturbing their local habits and customs as little as 
possible. These people are permitted to worship their pagan gods, 
with the slight adaptation of the change of the name. 


This is how Ireland was 
captured for the Roman 
Catholic Church. “St. Pat- 
rick . . . did not attempt to 
destroy existing customs 
and social usages, but wise- 
ly . . . and simply chris- 
tianized pagan modes of 
life; a druid’s well became a bap- 
tismal fount, etc.’

how a Christian saint was made 
from a Buddhist legend. In this 
article appear these words: ‘‘Chris- 
tianized version of one of the leg- 
ends of Buddah.” In the article 
“Buddhism” (Vol. III, p. 32) ap- 
pear these words: ‘Here is his- 
toric evidence of the turning of a 
Buddhist into a Christian legend.”

Their names were 

inserted by Petrus de Natalibus in 

his Catalogus Sanctorum (c 1380), 

and Cardinal Baronius included 

them in the official Martyrologium 

authorized by Sixtus V (1585-90) 

under date of the 27th of Novem- 

ber... Thus unwittingly Gautama 

the Buddah has come to official 

recognition as a saint in two great 

branches of the Catholic Church 

. . . A church dedicated to Divo 
Josaphat (is) in Palermo.”*

This is just one of the “converts” 
from Buddhism which help to form 
the Catholicism of today as is borne 
out by these admissions: 

“Catholic missionaries to Tibet in 
the early part of the last century were 
struck by the outward resemblances to 
Catholic liturgy and discipline that 
were presented by Lamaism—its infal- 
lible head, grades of clergy corres- 
ponding to bishop and priest, the cross, 
mitre, dalmatic, cope, censer, holy 
water, etc.””* 

“Between Buddhism and Christian- 
ity there are a number of resemblances, 
at first sight striking. The Buddhist 
order of monks and nuns offers points 
of similarity with Christian monastic 
systems, particularly the mendicant or- 


ders.” (id.) 








































Apostolic Christianity “Outgrown”

we go further and say that thousands 
of years hence Catholicism will prob- 
ably be even richer, more luxuriant, 
more manifold in dogma, morals, 
laws and worship than the Catholicism 
of the present day. A religious his- 
torian of the fifth millenium A.D. will 
without difficulty discover in Catho- 
licism conceptions and forms and prac- 
tices which derive from India, China, 
and Japan.” 

We have the testimony of the Pro- 
fessor of History of Religion in Yale 
University to this fact. He says: 

“This Greek religion had the most 
extraordinary tenacity. Christianity 
was helpless before it. Still today in 
Greece travellers in the Spring find ob- 
scure gatherings of peasants at holy 
places where their fathers have gath- 
ered for three thousand years, and 
there are performed the age-old dedi- 
cations, dances, and mummeries in the 
age-old ways. True the name has now 
been changed as the local god became 
a Christian saint. But his functions, 
and the rites he demands, have not 
changed. Italy, which was populated 
by a similar people and had similar 
local spirits and rites, is still full of 
rites of dedication of the fields which 
have an unbroken history back to the 
paganism from which they came. . . 
The church did everything it could to 
stamp out such ‘pagan’ rites, but had 
to capitulate and allow the rites to 
continue with only the name of the lo- 
cal deity changed to some Christian 
saint's name . . . The Church made 
room for these beings, good and bad, 
in its system, though men like Augus- 
tine, who knew what was going on, 
mildly protested. From the same pop- 
ular sources came the Christian use of 
relics, bits of anatomy or clothing of 
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a man who had become a saint after 
his death, bits which had miraculous 
powers. Similarly in Christianity what 
corresponded to the local goddess of 
paganism tended to be designated by 
a name common to other local god- 
desses of the same type. Yet still, 
though the local goddess was frequent- 
ly called Our Lady, the Virgin Mary, 
actually Our Lady of this place was 
popularly considered a different being 
from Our Lady of that place, and the 
one on occasion led her armies against 
the other . . . Such was one very im- 
portant contribution of Greek and Ro- 
man religion to Christianity.”’*

The great apologist of the Roman 
Catholic Church, Cardinal Newman, 
after himself turning to the Roman 
Catholic Church did not repudiate 
his Development of Christian Doc- 
trine in which he freely admits the in- 
troduction of paganism into the for- 
mation of the Catholic worship. He 
says: 

“Confiding then in the power of 
Christianity to resist the infection of 
evil, and to transmute the very instru- 
ments and appendages of demon-wor- 
ship to an evangelical use, and feeling 
also that these usages had originally 
come from primitive revelations and 
from the instinct of nature, though 
they had been corrupted; . . . the rulers 
of the Church from early times were 
prepared, should occasion arise, to 
adopt, or imitate, or sanction the exist- 
ing rites and customs of the populace

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as well as the philosophy of the edy. 
cated class. St. Gregory Thaumaturgus 
supplies the first instance of record 
of this economy . . . Perceiving that 
the childish and untrained populag 
were retained in their idolatrous error 
by creature comforts, in order that 
what was of first importance should a 
any rate be secured to them, viz. that 
they should look to God in place of 
their vain rites, he allowed them to be 
merry, jovial, and gay at the mone 
ments of the holy Martyrs, as if their 
behaviour would in time undergo a 
spontaneous change into greater s 
riousness and strictness, since faith 
would lead them to it . . . It is obsery. 
able that the same reason, the need of 
holy days for the multitude, is assigned 
by Origen, St. Gregory’s master, to ex 
plain the establishment of the Lords 
Day also .. . The people were in fat 
eventually reclaimed from their gros 
habits by his indulgent policy ... We 
are told in various ways by Eusebius 
that Constantine, in order to recom 
mend the new religion to the heathen, 
transferred to it the outward ome 
ments to which they were accustomed 
in their own. It is not necessary to go 
into a subject which the diligence of 
Protestant writers has made familia 
to most of us. The use of temples, and 
these dedicated to particular saints, 
and ornamented on occasions with the 
branches of trees, incense, lamps, cat 
dles, votive offerings on recovery from 
illness, holy water, asylums, holy days 
and seasons, use of calendars, procts

their adoption into the Church.” 

During the Revolutionary War, the 
Lieutenant Commander of the English 
Forces in Detroit captured Vincennes, 
Indiana, during the winter of 1778-9. 
In February of the next year, a daring 
American officer, Lieut. Col. George 
Rogers Clark of Virginia led his men 
through frozen rivers and swamps, 
sometimes through water up to their 
necks, with their arms and powder 
held above their heads. He thus sur- 
prised the English, by arriving so quiet- 
ly that a dance was in progress in Fort 
Sackville. Col. Clark entered the ball 
room and leaned against the wall and 
watched the dance. Suddenly the Eng- 
lish officers, on seeing him, rushed for 
their swords and guns. Col. Clark 
said, “Let the dance proceed, but re- 
member you are dancing under the 
American flag now.” 

Roman Catholicism permits the non- 
Christian peoples to dance on in their 
accustomed pagan life, but requires 
that they simply recognize that they 
ae now dancing under the Papal flag. 
They Changed The Heads 
Of The Monuments 

In Transylvania on the hill behind 
Brasov, the Hungarians, after con- 
quering the territory many years ago, 
built a monument to Arpad, the con- 
queror. It can be seen for miles around. 
ls existence disturbed the Rumanians 
after they had taken the territory in 
the scramble after World War I. To 
SE destroy from the minds of the inhabi- 
nts the ideas of Hunnish glory this 
‘Hnonument was destroyed. 
ln other portions of the same prov-

ince the monuments were not de- 
stroyed, but their names were changed. 
Noel Buxton tells it thus: “In the new- 
ly acquired territories the process of 
‘nationalization, now so familiar in 
the Balkans, has been taken in hand. 
It consists in the endeavor to produce, 
as rapidly as possible, an unreal im- 
pression of uniformity by the crude 
process of suppressing schools, church- 
es, and newspapers, changing names, 
and penalizing the use of languages.’ 
The poets, statesmen, and heroes of 
one people simply have their names 
chiseled off, and a Rumanian name 
placed on. Or the head is neatly re- 
moved and that of a Rumanian hero 
welded on. Thus the people continue 
to honor the monument of their by- 
gone hero, but under a different name. 


All over the world, Romanism has 
done this thing. Wherever the pagans 
had a local god, or spirit, and desired 
to cling to its worship, they were per- 
mitted to do so, provided they allowed 
its name to be changed and some holy 
water sprinkled on it. Thus it became 
a Christian saint, and deserving of 
their homage. 


This has been the policy of the 
popes and other molders of Romanism, 
wherever force could not achieve its 
ends. Butcher tells us that “In Egypt 
the Archangel Michael had taken the 
place of one of the pagan gods, to 
whom they were greatly devoted. In 
the fourth century Pope Alexander 
solemnly broke the brazen image of 
this idol in Alexandria, and altered the 
temple into a church. But he only won 
the consent of the people by promis- 
ing them that they should find the

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patronage of Michael, to whom he 
dedicated the church, far better for 
them than that of the idol, and that 
nothing should be changed in the year- 
ly feast which they had been wont to 
celebrate, save only that it should be 
held in honor of Michael instead of 
the idol. This ancient heathen feast 
has been kept in Michael’s honor ever 
since. ° 

Clement of Alexandria (about 150 
A.D.) was one of the early converts 
from paganism who endeavored to 
demonstrate that the philosophy of the 
Greeks was entirely compatible with 
Christianity. He held Plato in such 
high esteem that he calls him “all but 
an evangelical prophet.” Again, “Pla- 
to, all but predicting the economy of 
Salvation.” ““Truth-loving Plato says, 
as if divinely inspired,” ‘Prophecy 
having already been imparted to the 
philosophers.’”* 

Leighton Pullan says: “Christianity 


was invited to make a compromise . . . 
Christianity began to assimilate the 
Greek Spirit.”*® Thus Catholicism was 
established — by compromise — by 
adapting itself to the paganism about 
it. 


Many of the papal churches in Rome 
are built of the stones taken from pa- 
gan shrines and monuments. The Pan- 
theon is a Catholic church today. The 
Coliseum was almost ruined by such 
pilfering. “Four churches were erected 
in the vicinity from this material,” 
says the Catholic Encyclopedia (Ar-

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ticle: “Coliseum’’). Even St. Petegs 
and the Vatican are probably largely 
of pagan-quarried stone. 

As the material Roman Catholie 
churches are thus built of pagan stone 
so the structure of Roman Catholic be 
liefs, rites, practices, liturgy, and dog. 
ma, in large degree, is composed of the 
cast-offs of ancient heathen practicg 
and beliefs. There’s little or none of 
what constitutes Roman Catholicism 
of New Testament origin which the 
Catholic Church claims.
